The Greatest Difficulty 


I think the greatest difficulty we have 
to overcom e in A m erica today is due 
to our im patience with the progress we 
are m aking towards recovery. We must 
realize that w h ile the G overnm ent can 
help by directing som e m easures for re 
lief and recovery, we must help our­ 
selves by doing our share to give im ­ 
petus to the G overnm ent’s efforts. We 
have the sam e country and basically the 
sam e businesses, factories and people 
we had prior to the depression, and 
business initiative must step forward 
if real recovery is to be achieved. 
The theory we often hear expressed 
that banks create business activity Is 
wrong.
